It isan insult to 
the. Northern people.te imagine it. To con- 
cede the principle of peaceable secession is to 


‘convert the Government into-a mere fabric of 


‘sand, without a single element of strength, 
and-liable- to sink: at-everytide. To give 
new: guarantees forthe extension and per- 
petuation of Slayery,. and its immuai- 
ty :from:ofree discussion, ‘would be to 
betray every moral sentiment, and to 
outrage evety free instinct. It would require 
not only acomplete unlearning, but a com- 
plete unmaniing: “The thing is impossible. 
The Northern people cancot -so’ transform 
themselves ifthey would.
